Firſt, that there ſhall be a Morarchical Stare of Chrifts King- 


dome, a Soveraignty which Chrift ſhall adminifter over all che 
errthy in a viſible and worldly manner, for ſplendor, riches;peace, 
Sc though not in a fleſhly and finful manner : Of this Gad gave us 
arype in the Government of the Nation of 1ſrae/,. for the time he 
called them out of egypt, till they: defired a King, and cait off 
their Judges; wherrhe ſaith, They caft not off Samet, but God, thas 
bi; Jung Chriſt, who is God; becauſe Moſes, Jofhwa, and all the 
Judges, were: nor their Kings, though rhey exerciſed a Kingly 
power; therefore Zfofes is called King in Jeſwrnm, Deut. 33.5. bur 
It was not of themſelves, bur by Commitſion:, and - Depurarion 
from Chriſt, as a Vice-Roy; ſorhat ir was narchey, bur 'Chriſtall 
that while did immediarely rule them; nor ſo much or only by a 


providence: ( as he did all the world elſe ) nor by a ſpiritual go- . 


vernment,for fo he ruled nor them all, bur a very few of chem,ſuch 


| a wereeleCtt unto erernal life, and ſanQifed,: bur' by. a King of 


Monarchical Government, ſo that he was an immediate and par- 
ticulzr King to them , and'was viſibly preſenc amongſt chem in 
figns and rokens of his preſence, as the P:lay of the Cloxd and fire, 
and after that inthe Tabervacle, Ark, Mercy-ſear, &'c. And did 
minifeſtlygive them Laws, appearing as a conſuming fire, :Exod. 
246/17; and appointed Officers to adminilter the Kingdome, borh 
ordinary and extraordinary, and ro puniſh rhe offendets, executing!

os | A 3 Generals: 
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Generals for warres ; for the Judges for che . mol pier except EL 
and Sammel, wete but extraordinary Officers, or Generals, raiſed 
up in danger of Enemyes, and caſe.of Warre; ſo that every way 
Chriſt was a Moxarcb and King of 1ſrael; wherefore indeed when 
refuſed Judges, and would have a King like orher Nacions , 

they did caſt off him; yer notwirchſtanding , afrer he had puniſhed 
chem by one King, namely, Sawl, he gave chem a King alſo for a 
Type and ſhadow of that which hez himſelf did before , bur ina 
Type and ſhadow : For as the Nation of //raelin their Adoſaicall 
Diſcipline and Licurgie z were but a Type of the Nations of the 
World; whom in a morall way God will bring to be a people to 
Chriſt, ( among which the /ſrael:tes as a firſt born ſhall be chief: ) 
So Chrilts Government of that Nation , from the time they were 
called our of e/£gypt , rill chey caſt off Judges, and after chat alſo, 
by Kings immediately called and'Depured by him, ( which ſhew- 
ed thar he fill keprthe Soveraignty , and was their Aing) was 4 
ſhadow or Type of his fare of Monarghical Government, which in 
due time hee will have immediately and vifzbly over all Nations on 
the earth; therefore the /ſraelites Kings could not be depoſed by 
men, becauſe norſer up by men, and ruled ſo abſolutely becauſe 
they ruled by Commiſſion immediately from Chriſt, and as Types 
of that bis rule. Aenarcbical 'whicht.in the-latter dayes he:meanc to

Thus we ſee ever finceChrilt gathered a viſible people and King- 
dome, he fore-ſhewed his incenc, to have a Gare orarchical in che 
World, ( for hisſpirituall Kingdeme bee typified. from che fall of 
Adam Þby the Sacrifices, Alcars, and the: Priefts, which were the 
Farhcrs and: firſt born of the Family; bur this his :Iſorarchigall 
Govirnment he began to Typifie, when he called a Nation to be his 
people ; and as he typified it, fo ke fore-told and Propheſied it: 
che 8. Pſalm is:made.only out of a Prophecicall Medication of chis 
AMorarchical tate of Chrifts Kingdome; as the Apoſtle teacher 
us Heb. '2.:6,7, 8, who applyes thar' Pſalme co Chriſt, and ro 
chis Mozarchical fate of Chtilt : For he ſaith, ic. is meanc ,of 2 
world, 'and wortd co come, after that the Apoſtle rvric-chat Epiflle 
verſ. 5. But by providence Chriſt then had, ruled che World, = 
Ih a ſpiriruall Governmetic by the Golpgh, be had ſpread. himſelf a- 
ver all the World before Jermſalen was ruined, as he. cold his Dil-

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Bu befides all this, rhere is a whole World to come to be put in 
ſudjeion ro Chriftz of which eAdaw in' innocency was indeed a 
Type {for in innocency were divers Types of Chriſt; in, which God 
everimended Chriſt) Adams fall, and damningall mankind, was 
a Type or Figure of Chrift, ſaving all the Ele&, Rem. 5. 14. So 4- 
dams marriage cothe woman, was a type of Chriſts conjungtion ro 
the Church, Epheſ. 5. 30, 31, 32- Soin che Soveraignty that Chriſt 
v2gye Adam over all that preſemr World was figured out the Tub- 
jetion of a World ro come: ro Chriſt: Wherefore the ,Pſalmiſt 
fpeiks'in ach a phrafe, as makes Expoſicors think, he meant Adaw 
(becauſe Adam was its figure) bur it 1s evident it cannot be meant 
of Adams, orthe fate ininnocency, becauſe in this Epiflle ro the 
Hebrewes, after Chrift had ſer 'up his fpicicual Kingdome by the 
Gofpel over atl the World, in ſome conſciences every where, yer 
he ſwich-ic 15-4 world to come; andbeſides, rhere are divers paſſages 
in the Þ\zme;» hich are nor comparible, with the tare of Innocen- 
oy; astheliiltingthe avenger, &c, whereas in innocency there were 
mo-enemyes or avengers : Therefore this Pſalme fore-cells a Nate of 
Chritts Kingdome ro come, after the Goſpels preaching ro all the 
World, wherein he ſhould have as perfeRly all che World- (ubje& 
to him, asin'Innocency eAdawhat all under his dominion; as we 
read, Gen, 1.26.Nor can this be meant of the laſt of al[ rime, name- 
ly the general Judgement, Whey all knees ſha} bow to him, and .cue- 
ry towgwe ſhall confeſs hins Lord, Phil. 2,10, 12. which 15.referred 
to-his laſt Juadgemenr, Rowe. 14:20,11, For then he is ro refigne and 
roTurrendet nprhe Kinedome to God che Facher, and to bold and 
2d&mimiRter ir-no longer, 1 Cor 15. 24. But this and ,masxy other 
places as we ſhall ſee, prophelie of .a Rate of Monerchical Govern= 
went, which Chriſt ſhall hotd after the Gofpel is preached-univer- 
ſalty, before tharlaft and-General Judgement, P{a/,21.he-prophe- 
feth'of Ohrifts paſſion. and in werſ. 6, 7, V. the words of reproach 
nſed againſt Chrilt in his paſſion, Mar. 27: 39,43, and ver. 16. the 
trmencs inflicted on Chriſt, peircing his hands and feer;. and wer, 
1%, their demeanour'rowards'the Garments of Chritt, . applyed-; r 
Ohtift, as Mar. 27. 35, andwhat Chtift would do after his, deli- 
verance from. his Paſſion, Pſ+ 1.22.

a2; Byall which is clear, char Pſalme is of Chriſts Paſſton, after

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on the earth ſhall worſhip him, verſ. 29, which muſt be meant of 
the Monarchical Fate of Chrift, and nor of his ſpiritual govern 
ment in the conſcience onely, becauſe ic is ſaid ver, 2g. that all the 
fat on earth ſhall bow to him and all that go down to the duſt, there 
i5 none can keep alive his Senl; that 1s, Chciſt (hall have a Sove- 
raignty over al that live and dye, which he hath nor in his ſpicicu- 
al Government, which onely reacherh che living, This was alſo 
celebratedrypy-ally and Propherically,by /ſrael ſubdueing all the 
earth, that is, all knownneighbouring Nations round abour them, 
Pſal. 47+ andin Solomon as in a type, Pſal. 73, andis certainly the 
ſcope of Pſal. 96. 97,98, 110, For whar ſtate of Chriſts Kingdome 
as yet, whether providencial or ſpiritual, gave all the carth cauſe 
to joy, becauſe of. peace, juſtice, and truth? 

Therefore there is a Rate to come, wherein it ſhall be done to all 
the earth; this is moſt fully ſer down by the. Propher Daniel chap. 
2.31, to 46.che great Imige preſented in a dream ro Nebnchadyez 
zar repreſcnted four great Monarchyes, whoſe Foundations in- 
deed were laid preſently after the Flood, in Nimrod and that Aſſy- 
ria» Monarchy, which grew up into the Babylonian, &c. ( whatio- 
ever God did before the Flood) it 1s evident that ever fince ir, ex- 
cept alittle time at firſt to grow, be hath held chis World under a 
Monarchy, and ſo he will hold ic untill irs end.I ſay, God by Damiel 
che Interpreters and bychat dream ro Nebuchadnezzar, in and by 
an) Tmage, repreſented four great Aonarchirs , one of which was 
then in. being, and the reſt were ta follow,and. every one of them 
had the World (as then it was found and eſteemed) under them, 

The firft Monarchy was the Aſſyrian, which fell into the Baby- 
loxian, and bloſſomed in Nimrod Gen, 10, 8.to the 13, and was ri- 
pened in that preſent Nebnchadueztars Child and, Grandchild, 
This Moxarchy was expreſſedin that Image, by the head of gold, 

The ſecond Menarchy,was that of the U7edes and, Perfpans, which 
bloſſomed in Cyr#s, who conquered Babylon, and flew the Grand-= 
child of Nebuchadxezzar, namely, Palteſhazar, Das, 2. 39, and 
endured till Darizz, whom Great Alexander the Greek overthrew: 
this 2oxarchy wasexpreſt in that Image, by the Brealt ;:and Armes 
of Silvere. - 4 ne X 


The third MMenarchy was that of the Greeks, which bloſſomed; ; 


of rather immarurely and ſuddenly ripened in Great Alexander 
of Macedon, a Grecian ; and by his ſudden viQories ever-run the 
World ; and by his ſudden and untimely death , was divided inco 

= | h four 
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faur great parrs,by four of his chief Generals who parted the world 
among them Day, 2. 39. untill the more Weſtern people by little 
and little (namely che: Romans) won all from them : this Grecian 

Monarchy was expreſled in that Image by a belly and thighes of 
Braſs, | 

The fourth Mozarchy was thac of the Weſt, namely that of the 
Romans ( which compared wich the former, is Weltern) which 
bloſſomed and ripened letſurely, and by degrees;and was therefore 
the more like to laſt long. And by cercain gradations and much time, 
rooted aur ſucceſhively all che inhericors of Alexander, and the 
upholders of the Greck 4Lovarchy, and poſlelt all the chief known 
pares of the world, and ſo ferching ics beginning lower Weſtward, 
and yet up as high Exſtward, ic became a mightier onarchy then 
any of the former. 

- This Afoxarchy was expreſſed in the Imige, by the legsof Iron, 
Das, 2. 32, 40. becaule as Iron , it was ſtrongeſt of all, and ſu>- 
dued all under it; bac in proceſſe of time, the body of the world, 
which ic bore up, being ſo great, to which it 'was a leg or ſuppor- 
ter , it divided it ſelf (as ic is inthe naturall body) into twolegs, 
and is in che image ſo expreſſed ( though fora great while it was 
bur one Afonarchy) yer arlaſt ir grew 1are twoy the Eaſtern, and 
Wettern Moxarchy, which yet, though divided, were both ſtrong 
as Iron, and held all Nacions under them : but in p:oceſle of time 
theſe fell :nco feet and roes as the natural body of man , from two 
legs, defend into feer and toes, The Eaſtern Aoxarchy was ſwal- 
lowed up by the Perfias, Tarke, &c, The Weltern Monarchy fell 
1nco divers Kingdomes, but among theſe ſubdivided Kings , was 
ſirengch and weakneſle, the feet being pare of Iron and part of 
Clay, Daz. 2 33,41. and much mingling ſhall be among them co 
rejayn the Kingdomes in:s one body, ſome whereof are weak, and 
ſome rong.(as lron and Clay ) bur it never ſhall be,as Iron cannot 
be mixc with Clay,Dav, 2. 41, 42, 43. The Spamard and: Auſtrian. 
in Spa and Germany : & other nations in Exrope, ſome of wiich 
are rong and ſome weak, have ſought by Marriages and other 


' Covenants, to mingle and rejoyninto one erarchy, bur it thall- 


never be,\as We cannot mingle Iron & Clay. Burto the period and |
